Dear  Fellow  Missourians: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Missouri  Department  of  Economic  Development-Missouri  Arts  Council's 
2007  Annual  Report. 

The  dedicated  professionals  in  this  division  work  to  provide  grants  to  nonprofit  organizations  that 
encourage  and  stimulate  the  growth,  development  and  appreciation  of  the  arts  to  both  large  and  small 
communities  in  Missouri.  The  arts  attract  tourists,  provide  thousands  of  jobs,  play  a  role  in  business 
attraction  and  retention,  strengthen  communities  and  bridge  cultural  divides.  Arts  education  can  advance 
workforce  development,  helping  students  be  proficient  readers,  writers,  problem  solvers,  and  creative 
thinkers. 

Since  becoming  governor,  I  have  increased  funding  for  the  arts  every  year  and  worked  to  ensure  that 
funds  from  the  Non-Resident  Athletes  and  Entertainers  tax  are  being  spent  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  created.  For  Fiscal  Year  2009, 1  continued  my  commitment  to  support  Missouri's  cultural 
opportunities  with  a  recommendation  for  an  additional  $6.8  million  increase  for  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council.  The  Missouri  General  Assembly  appropriated  an  increase  of  $3  million. 

I  also,  in  January  2008,  appointed  Walter  Bargen  as  the  state's  first  Missouri  Poet  Laureate  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  He  will  continue  the  promotion  of  Missouri's  rich  cultural  heritage. 

Missouri  is  blessed  to  have  quality  artists  and  arts  organizations  in  our  state.  I  hope  that  you  will  find  this 
annual  report  on  our  efforts  to  support  the  arts  informative.  Do  not  hesitate  to  contact  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council  if  you,  or  someone  you  know,  could  benefit  from  their  assistance.

Missouri  Arts  Council  and  Missouri  Cultural 
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Missouri  Arts  Council  Overview 


Missouri  Arts  Council,  a  state  agency,  provides 
approximately  $3.33  million  to  nonprofit  organi- 
zations through  grants  that  encourage  and  stim- 
ulate the  growth,  development,  and  appreciation 
of  the  arts  in  Missouri.  MAC  provides  funding 
to  make  possible  quality  arts  programming  to 
both  large  and  small  communities.  Also,  MAC 
staff  is  available  to  provide  assistance  in  arts 
and  nonprofit  management.  Their  expertise 
includes  community  development,  fundraising, 
marketing,  grantwriting,  arts  education,  artistic 
disciplines  (visual  arts,  music,  literature,  theater, 
dance,  festivals,  and  film/media),  and  more. 

Missouri  Arts  Council  board  consists  of  15  vol- 
unteers from  across  the  state  who  are  appointed 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Economic 
Development  in  consultation  with  the  Governor. 
The  board  meets  regularly  to  provide  direction 
in  policy  making  and  programmatic  oversight. 

Funding  for  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  and 
its  programs  is  provided  by  the  Missouri 
General  Assembly  through  the  state  s 
annual  budget  bill  approved  by  Governor 
Matt  Blunt,  Missouri  Cultural  Trust,  and 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Missouri  Cultural  Trust 

The  state  legislature  created  the  Missouri  Arts 
Council  Cultural  Trust  Fund,  also  called  Cultural 
Trust,  in  1993  to  help  stabilize  funding  for  the 
arts  in  Missouri.  Subject  to  appropriation,  the 
Trust  would  be  funded  by  60%  of  the  income  tax 
on  non-resident  professional  athletes  and  enter- 
tainers (A&E  tax).  The  Trust  is  governed  by  the 
members  of  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  and  five 
elected  officials:  two  members  of  the  Missouri 
House  of  Representatives,  two  members  of  the 
Missouri  Senate,  and  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  Trust  was  originally  established  to 
grow  untouched  until  2015  at  the  earli- 
est. Unfortunately,  difficult  economic  times 
changed  plans  for  the  Trust  fund.  In  FY2004, 


the  Missouri  General  Assembly  granted  MAC 
spending  authority  for  the  Missouri  Cultural 
Trust  instead  of  appropriating  General  Revenue 
funds  to  MAC.  The  Cultural  Trust  supported 
mac's  operations  and  grant  programs.  This 
resulted  in  changes  to  Trust  s  grant  programs — 
closing  the  Capital  Incentive  Program  to 
new  applicants  in  FY2002  and  dissolving  the 
Organizational  Development  Program. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Governor  Matt  Blunt, 
the  future  of  the  Missouri  Cultural  Trust  is 
improving.  In  his  first  term,  the  Missouri 
General  Assembly  increased  the  alloca- 
tion of  the  A&E  tax  into  the  Trust  from  $0 
to  $582,000.  With  improving  state  rev- 
enue, the  Governor  was  able  to  persuade 
the  Missouri  General  Assembly  to  increase 
that  allocation  to  $3,201,000  for  FY2007.

Quick  MAC  Grant  Stats: 


#  MAC  awarded  $3.33  million  in  grants  to  431  organizations  in  105  Missouri 
communities. 

#  MAC  grants  serve  every  Missouri  Senate  district  and  68%  of  the  House  districts. 

#  MAC  grantees  produced  over  10,000  arts  events  attended  by  7.87  million  people. 

#  MAC  grantees  provided  5,011  full  and  part-time  jobs  and  hired  over  41j700 
artists. 

#  MAC  grantees  paid  $111.1  million  in  salaries,  which  generated 
about  $3.3  million  in  state  tax  revenues. 

#  Over  32,500  Missourians  volunteered  over  719,000  hours  for  the  arts. 

At  the  national  volunteer  rate  of  $i7.55/hour,  these  hours  represent  the  equivalent 
of  $12.6  million. 

#  MAC  funded  96%  of  all  applications  received  with  an  average  grant  amount 
of  $7,559,  a  6.6%  increase  over  FY2006.

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Grant  Program  Descriptions 


MAC  provides  funding  for  quality  arts  pro- 
gramming to  eligible  applicants  which  include 
but  not  limited  to:  Arts  or  arts  education 
organizations;  chambers  of  commerce;  public 
libraries;  government  agencies;  youth  orga- 
nizations; public  school  districts;  private 
K-12  schools;  community  arts  organizations; 
social  service  organizations;  colleges  and 
universities;  and  religious  organizations. 

MAC  funds  may  be  used  for  artist  fees,  art- 
ist travel  expenses,  marketing  the  arts 
event,  project-related  educational  materi- 
als, and  more.  For  MAC  granting  purposes, 
a  project  is  a  specific,  identifiable  program 
that  has  a  distinct  focus,  format,  and  objec- 
tive. A  project  can  include  the  following: 

#Performance  of  dance,  music,  and/or 
theater  (single  performance  or  series) 

# Educational  programs 

#Artist  residencies 

#Literary  journal  publication 

#Arts  festival  or  arts  compo- 
nent at  festival  or  county  fair 

# Exhibition  or  exhibition  series 

#Film  festival,  film  series,  or  production 
of  film,  video,  or  media  arts  project 

#Services  to  the  field 

Arts  Education  Program 

This  grant  program  is  designed  to  strengthen 
the  place  of  the  arts  as  a  core  academic  sub- 
ject in  the  regular  school  curriculum,  and 
to  promote  integrating  the  arts  into  non- 
arts  classrooms  and  out  of  school  programs. 
MAC  works  with  Missouri  Department  of 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  to 
ensure  that  these  programs  support  stu- 
dent achievement.  Grant  categories  follow: 


#Artist  in  Residence  is  designed  to 
strengthen  school  arts  programs  and 
allows  artists  to  work  with  students, 
teachers,  parents,  and  community  mem- 
bers through  a  variety  of  activities. 

#Out  of  School  supports  quality  arts  edu- 
cation programs  for  school-aged  youth 
that  are  at-risk,  urban,  and/or  rural 
underserved.  Activities  must  take  place 
outside  of  the  normal  classroom  day. 

#Professional  Development  supports 
projects  that  provide  learning  oppor- 
tunities, such  as  presenting  qualified 
speakers  to  teachers,  school  admin- 
istrators, and  teaching  artists. 

In  addition  to  grants,  MAC  provides  professional 
development  for  K-12  teachers  and  teaching 
artists,  assists  organizations  in  the  develop- 
ment of  their  arts  education  programs,  and 
promotes  the  importance  of  arts  education. 

Arts  Services  Program 

MAC  provides  financial  assistance  to  organi- 
zations whose  primary  mission  is  delivery  of 
services  to  arts  organizations  statewide.  MAC 
occasionally  initiates  projects  that  address 
special  needs  and  provides  grants  to  organi- 
zations best  suited  to  execute  the  project. 

Capital  Incentive  Program 

This  program  is  no  longer  open  to  submis- 
sions. It  was  created  to  spur  economic  activity 
in  the  nonprofit  arts  industry.  For  every  two 
dollars  contributed  by  a  private  donor  to  arts 
organizations  for  endowments  or  renovation/ 
construction  of  a  performance  space,  MAC 
set  aside  one  dollar  in  the  Missouri  Cultural 
Trust  and  promised  to  pay  5%  of  the  set  aside 
amount  to  the  arts  organizations  annually. 
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Careers  in  the  Arts  for  People  with 
Disabilities  Support  Program 

MAC  initiated  a  new  program  in  FY07  in  col- 
laboration with  VSA  arts  of  Missouri.  This 
program  increased  opportunities  in  the  arts 
for  people  with  disabilities  by  providing  tech- 
nical and  funding  support.  Using  remaining 
funds  from  the  Forums  on  Careers  in  the  Arts 
for  People  with  Disabilities,  the  goals  were  to 
support  the  professional  development  of  artists 
with  disabilities,  and  to  expand  the  awareness 
of  the  needs  of  artists  with  disabilities  by  arts 
organizations.  The  support  was  used  to  adapt 
studio  space  to  make  it  more  accessible,  obtain 
a  modified  pottery  wheel  to  accommodate  a  dis- 
ability, attend  a  writers  conference,  and  publish 
and  distribute  a  book  among  others.  In  addi- 
tion, two  theater  groups  received  funds  to  hire 
performers  and  a  director  with  disabilities. 

Community  Arts  Program 

Community  Arts  Program  supports  com- 
munity arts  agencies  outside  of  Kansas  City 
and  St.  Louis  that  provide  multidiscipline 
arts  programming  in  their  regions,  provid- 
ing opportunities  for  cultural  enrichment 
particularly  in  small,  rural  areas,  and  non- 
metropolitan  cities.  Recipients  of  CAP  support 
include  local  arts  agencies,  parks  and  recreation 
departments  and  chambers  of  commerce. 

Discipline  Program  Assistance 

mac's  largest  grant  program.  Discipline 
Program  Assistance  provides  funds  for 
projects  in  eight  areas:  dance,  electronic 
media  arts,  festivals,  literature,  multidis- 
cipline, music,  theater  and  visual  arts. 

Established  Institutions  Program* 

This  program  provides  operational  support  for 
the  state  s  largest  and  most  stable  organiza- 
tions. They  must  have  a  primary  purpose  to 
present  or  produce  art,  history  of  operating 
revenues  exceeding  $2,000,000  (certain  restric- 
tions apply),  full-time  professional  personnel, 
full  season  of  exhibitions  and/or  performances, 
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appropriate  community  involvement,  and  sig- 
nificant local,  regional  or  national  impact. 

Lewis  and  Clark 

This  is  the  last  year  for  this  special  grant  pro- 
gram created  in  honor  of  the  nationwide  Lewis 
and  Clark  Bicentennial  Commemoration.  It 
provides  financial  support  to  organizations 
presenting  Lewis  and  Clark  commemoration 
activities  that  include  an  arts  component. 

MACAA  Community  Programs 

mac  initiated  a  new  program  in  FY07  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Missouri  Association  of 
Community  Arts  Agencies  called  Community 
Programs.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  funding  to  nonprofit  organizations  in 
communities  that  have  little  to  no  arts  program- 
ming. The  intention  is  to  develop  these  com- 
munity organizations  with  technical  support 
from  MACAA  so  they  will  be  prepared  to  seek 
future  funding  from  MAC  grant  programs. 

Mid-Sized  Arts  Organizations* 

Like  the  Established  Institutions  Program, 
this  program  provides  operational  support. 
Organizations  must  have  a  primary  pur- 
pose to  present  or  produce  art,  history  of 
operating  revenues  between  $500,000  and 
$2  million,  ranked  in  the  top  third  of  their 
Discipline  Program  Assistance  grant  panel 
for  the  prior  three  consecutive  years,  full- 
time  professional  management  personnel, 
appropriate  community  involvement,  and  sig- 
nificant local,  regional  or  national  impact. 

Mini  Grant  Program 

This  monthly  deadline  program  was  created  to 
encourage  small  and  emerging  arts  organiza- 
tions and  organizations  based  in  rural  com- 
munities to  seek  financial  assistance  for  arts 
activities  through  a  less  complicated  applica- 
tion process.  Prior  to  its  creation,  applications 
for  MAC  grants  were  only  accepted  on  an 
annual  basis  through  a  competitive  process. 


Minority  Arts  Program 

This  program  supports  arts  projects  created 
by  or  targeted  to  people  of  diverse  cultures. 
Funding  priority  is  given  to  minority-managed 
organizations  with  minority- developed  arts 
focused  projects.  For  the  purpose  of  this  grant 
program,  minorities  are  communities  identi- 
fied as  African  American,  Asian  American, 
Latino/Hispanic,  and  Native  American. 

Missouri  Folk  Arts  Program 

This  grant  program  accepts  applications  for 
projects  that  perpetuate  and  present  the  tradi- 
tional arts  and  artists,  preferably  those  associ- 
ated with  the  state  of  Missouri.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  grant  category,  folk  arts  are  defined  as 
the  living,  functional  and  expressive  arts  of 
everyday  people  passed  down  informally  by 
word  of  mouth  or  imitation  within  close-knit 
groups.  The  grants  support  Missouri  Folk  Arts 
Programs  mission  to  build  cross-cultural  under- 
standing by  documenting,  conserving  and  pre- 
senting our  state  s  living  folk  arts  and  folklife 
in  collaboration  with  Missouri's  residents. 


Technical  Assistance  Program 

This  program  is  designed  to  help  nonprofit 
organizations  develop  defined  administrative, 
artistic  and  technical  skills.  MAC  provides 
support  for  both  organizational  develop- 
ment and  artistic  and  project  development. 

"^Application  reviews  are  held  every  three  years 
with  updated  reports  provided  in  alternate  years. 


Missouri  Touring  Program 

This  multifaceted  program  provides  fee  sup- 
port, 60%  of  eligible  artist's  fees,  to  Missouri 
community  presenters  to  create  perfor- 
mance opportunities  for  Missouri  artists  on 
behalf  of  citizens  across  the  state.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Missouri  Touring  Program  provides 
a  juried  list  of  performing  artists  (dance, 
music,  theater,  and  traditional  arts). 

School  Touring 

This  program  funds  60%  of  artistic  fees  for 
schools  to  present  performing  artist(s)  with 
related  educational  activities.  Performing 
artists  must  be  selected  from  MAC's  School 
Touring  Roster  or  programs  of  Missouri  art- 
ists on  the  rosters  of  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Louis  chapters  of  Young  Audiences. 
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Advisory  Panels 

Each  year  MAC  board  appoints  Missouri  resi- 
dents and  regional  representatives  to  serve  as 
volunteer  panelists  to  review  grant  applications. 
Selected  panelists  are  either  knowledgeable  in 
a  particular  art  form  or  they  are  arts  enthusi- 
asts who  serve  as  community  representatives 
on  the  panel.  In  the  spring,  panelists  spend 
hundreds  of  hours  evaluating  the  grant  applica- 
tions according  to  the  criteria  of  artistic  quality, 
community  involvement,  and  management  abil- 
ity. They  also  assist  MAC  policy  and  program 
development.  MAC  is  grateful  to  the  dedicated 
panelists  for  volunteering  their  time  and  exper- 
tise. To  minimize  administrative  expenses, 
MAC  conducts  the  panel  review  meetings  by 
conference  call.  A  MAC  board  member  serves 
as  chair  to  ensure  that  the  review  process  is 
fair  and  equitable  and  follows  MAC  s  policies.

of  Metropolitan  Kansas  City,  Arts  Council  of 
Southeast  Missouri,  City  of  Columbia  Office 
of  Cultural  Affairs,  Hannibal  Arts  Council, 
Regional  Arts  Commission  of  St.  Louis, 
and  Springfield  Regional  Arts  Council,  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  the 
Poetry  Foundation  presented  Poetry  Out  Loud: 
National  Recitation  Contest.  The  program  aims 
to  encourage  high  school  students  to  learn 
about  great  poetry  through  memorization, 
performance  and  competition.  The  program  in 


Missouri  has  grown  from  seven  schools  par- 
ticipating to  forty  three  in  one  short  year. 

Poetry  Out  Loud  satisfies  both  Missouri 
Show-Me  Standards  and  NCTE  (National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English)  English 
Language  Arts  Standards.  In  addition  to 
memorizing  and  performing  great  poems, 
students  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss 
poems  and  to  write  poetry  of  their  own. 

The  2007  Poetry  Out  Loud  state  champion 
was  Michael  Brown  from  Blue  Springs  South 
High  School  in  Blue  Springs.  He  recited  the 
following  poems.  The  Negro  Speaks  of  Rivers 
by  Langston  Hughes,  O  Captain!  My  Captain! 
by  Walt  Whitman,  and  The  Weary  Blues  by 
Langston  Hughes.  Lauren  Priest  from  Hannibal 
High  School  in  Hannibal  was  first  runner  up. 
She  chose  the  following  poems  to  recite.  For 
"Fiddle-de-de"  by  John  Hallander,  Forgetfulness 
by  Bill  Collins,  and  If  hy  Rudyard  Kipling. 

Michael  Brown  received  a  plaque,  traveling 
trophy,  and  all-expense-paid  trip  with  two  par- 
ents/chaperones  to  Washington,  D.  C.  for  the 
national  finals  April  30  and  May  1,  2007.  $50,000 
total  in  scholarships  and  school  stipends  will  be 
awarded  at  the  national  finals.  The  state  cham- 
pions school  keeps  the  traveling  trophy  until 
next  year  s  competition  and  receives  $500  for  the 
purchase  of  poetry  books  for  their  school  library. 
Similarly,  the  second  place  school  receives  $200 
to  purchase  poetry  books  for  their  school  library. 
All  of  the  finalists  receive  award  certificates.

Since  1983,  the  Missouri  Arts  Awards  have 
recognized  and  honored  those  whose  contri- 
butions to  the  arts  industry  of  Missouri  have 
produced  lasting  and  profoundly  positive 
effects  upon  the  cultural  climate  of  our  state. 

Each  year,  an  independent  panel  of  distin- 
guished representatives  of  Missouri's  arts 
community  selects  the  Missouri  Arts  Awards 
recipients,  who  are  honored  during  a  spe- 
cial recognition  ceremony  in  Jefferson  City. 

The  2007  Missouri  Arts  Awards  were 
presented  on  February  7  in  the  Capitol 
Building  Rotunda  by  Governor  Matt  Blunt. 
Award  categories  include:  Arts  Education, 


Arts  Organization,  Creative  Community, 
Individual  Artist,  Leadership  in  the  Arts, 
Philanthropy,  and  Lifetime  Achievement.

the  performing  arts,  such  as,  acting,  sound, 
and  lighting.

An  internationally  known  artist,  Russ  RuBert 
designs  and  constructs  sculptures  for  public 
parks,  buildings,  and  private  collections  at  his 
22,000  square  foot  studio.  Working  primarily  in 
stainless  steel  and  aluminum,  his  large  fanci- 
ful sculptures  are  like  giant  toys,  pushing  the 
boundaries  of  what  people  expect  of  art,  push- 
ing them  to  try  something  unexpected,  and  yet 
these  sculptures  are  not  just  for  children,  but 
for  the  child  in  all  of  us.

For  this  Strategic  Plan,  MAC  sought 
Missouri  citizen  s  input  through  seven 
town  hall  meetings,  three  focus  group 
meetings,  and  three  on-line  surveys. 
Over  400  Missouri  citizens  responded. 
Seven  common  issues  were  identified: 

(1)  reduced  funding  and  a  complex 
application  process; 

(2)  the  arts'  economic  impact; 

(3)  the  power  of  the  arts  to  improve 
the  quality  of  life; 

(4)  MAC  s  leadership  to  our  constituents; 

(5)  MAC  s  connection  with  the  arts 
community  to  maximize  resources,  expand 
awareness,  and  increase  citizens'  access; 

(6)  our  ability  to  deliver  useful  services 
to  our  constituents;  and 

(7)  the  need  to  provide  more  attention  to  more 
rural  and  underserved  areas  of  the  state. 

MAC  has  identified  three  strategic  goals, 
which  will  create  public  value  by  mak- 
ing positive  differences  in  the  lives  of 
Missouri's  citizens  through  the  arts: 

(1)  Increase  Participation  in 
the  Arts  in  Missouri 

(2)  Grow  Missouri's  Economy  using  the  Arts 

(3)  Strengthen  Missouri's  Education 
through  the  Arts 

For  each  goal,  objectives,  strategies,  and 
performance  measures  are  provided. 

This  new  Strategic  Plan  was  approved  by  the 
Council  at  the  February  2007  meeting.  This 
Approved  Strategic  Plan  for  FYs  2008  -  2010 
is  part  of  mac's  on-year  application  to  the 
National  Endowment  of  the  Arts.
